At the Chamber of Commerce Breakfast on Fri- 
day, October 22nd, held at Crestview Country 
Club, Mayor Christopher C. Johnson and 
challenger Donald M. Rheault faced off to answer | 
questions prepared by Chamber members. 

Moderator Dave Madsen of WGGB TV-40 posed 
11 questions dealing with issues of concern to 
Agawam’s business community. : 

Both candidates agreed that the quality of the 
education system was of major importance to 
area businesses. 

Johnsen said he stresses the excellence of the 
Agawam Public Schools when meeting with 
businesses interested in locating in Agawam. 
“The first thing | always stress is the quality of our 
school system because outside business in- 
terests are looking at where their employees’ 
children are going to go to school.” 

Rheault said education has to be a joint venture 
with business. “The business community has to | 
be congnizant of the fact of where schools are.” 

Rheault said it was important to look at the im- 
pact of business activity on the school environ- 
ment, adding, ‘I’m not happy with a Super Stop & 
Shop directly across from two schools. I’m 
seriously concerned with the safety factor.”

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Preliminary Tax Bills 
Due By November Ist 


Preliminary tax bills for fiscal year 1994 were 
mailed on September 27th, 1993. These bills show 
the amount of preliminary tax owed for fiscal year 
1994 (July 1st, 1993 to June 30th, 1994). All 
payments are due by November ‘st, 1993. 

Massachusetts state law requires taxpayers to 
pay the bill whether it is received or not. If you 
have not received your bill, please call the Collec- 
tor’s Office at 786-0400. 

The preliminary tax is payable in full on 
November ‘st, 1993. If payment is not made by the 
due date, interest at the rate of 14% will be charg- 
ed on the amount of the payment that is unpaid 
and overdue. 

Interest is computed on overdue preliminary tax 
payments from October ‘1st, 1993 to the date pay: 
ment is made. Payments are considered made 
when received by the Collector. Any questions on 
payments should be addressed to the Collector’s 
Office. 

The Collector’s Office will remain open until 
5:30 p.m. on November 1st, 1993 to receive 
payments.

Johnson said he supports a partnership bet- 
ween business and education as everyone 


‘benefits from the education system. 


Johnson said educators need to know what 
skills employers are looking for and proposed sit- 
ting down with business to tailor the curriculum 
to meet their needs. 

Children Must Be Able To Compete 

“If we’re teaching our children to learn things 
that are not useful today in the work force, we’re 
wasting their time.” Johnson noted that in a 
global economy, “Our children are going to have 
to compete for jobs here and abroad.” 

As chairman of the School Committee, Johnson 
said he sees his role as “lead advocate for the 
public schools.” During his two year tenure on the 
School Committee, Johnson said progress has 
been made in acquiring new leadership and in 
beginning the process of curriculum review. 

Adamantly opposed to the financial aspects of 
the Education Reform Act, Johnson said he sup- 
ports the educational aspects of the law, citing 
the formation of the school councils and the re- 
quirements for staff development. 

Johnson said the role of mayor is to be “‘so- 
meone who champions the cause of the schools.” 

Rheault said that while he has no objection to 
the mayor having a seat on the School Commit- 


tee, he thinks the automatic appointment of the 
mayor as chairman gives any mayor “too much 
power in the town.” 

Rheault criticized Johnson’s actions as School 
Committee chairman, saying, “As I’ve witnessed 
some of the School Committee meetings, I’ve 
seen votes from the chair as a Mayor rather than 
as a School Committee member.” 

Rheault said as with any bill as far-reaching as 
the Education Reform Act there are positives and 
negatives. Noting that he hasn’t fully digested all 
aspects of the bill, Rheault said he agreed with 
the Mayor's position on the funding aspects of 
the bill. 

On the positive side, Rheault said the bill 
“strengthens the ability of the teachers to pro- 
mote from within and to better their own qualifica- 
tions.” 

Education Top Priority 

Both candidates named education as their top 
priority. 

Johnson said, “I want our school system to be 
the best that it can be. I’m a product of it. | ap- 
preciate the education | received and | want our 
children to receive the best education they can.” 

With seven grandsons coming into the school 
system, Rheault said, “Education is a priority. It 
should be a priority with everyone. Without educa- 
tion, who’s going anywhere?”

My name is Sherry Regnier Velozo. | live at 25 
Poplar Street in Feeding Hills. 

! am a lifelong resident of Agawam. | always 
trusted our government here in town to act 
responsibly and to function with the best in- 
terests of all our citizens in mind. | have not got- 
ten involved in town politics before, and like many 
people, | thought that everything was fine. 

tn May of this year, some friends suffered a 
tragedy. Their house burned down and they were 
left virtually homeless. These fine people had 
moved to Agawam nine years ago because they 
thought it was a very nice place to live and raise 
their family. They have since found out that they 
were wrong! 

Their problem is not with the good people who 
live here, their friends and neighbors—their pro- 
blem lies in the hostile and unfriendly way that 
they were treated by our government officials. 

After the fire destroyed their home, the in- 
surance company rented them a trailer to live in 
until October 26th of this year. It was logically 
assumed that the home could be rebuilt by then, 
but everyone (including the insurance company) 
forgot that the government of Agawam had to be 
reckoned with! 

Road block after road block has been thrown in 
their way. Dealing with the Buildling Department 
was a nightmare! When our friends tried to get the 
necessary permits, conflicts arose between what 
they were told by the Building Department and the 
Plumbing Inspector. 


Ordinary citizens should be able to trust in their 
town officials to give them accurate, not coniflic- 
ting information. Unfortunately, time has run out 
for this family, and intervention on their behalf 
needs to be immediate, or they will be completely 
homeless, with nowhere to live after the 26th. 

As disturbed as | am over this situation, | am 
even more disturbed by the attitude of some of 
our elected officials who just don’t care what hap- 
pens to ordinary people. 

A couple of Saturdays ago, | stopped to talk to 
Mayor Johnson, while he was out waving to folks 
at the center of Feeding Hills. | had supported his 
election in two previous campaigns and probably 
would have in this election as well. 

When | tried to explain the problem that these 
people were encountering, he said something 
totally shocking, rude, and unprofessional. This 
man had absolutely no compassion for people 
here in town. 

! have never experienced anything so cold- 
blooded as his attitude towards Agawam citizens 
in need. | just can’t believe that this man, who 
claims to have such a good record of accomplish- 
ment, can’t at least try to have some action taken 
to cut through the red tape “nightmare’”’ that will 
cause this family to be out on the street through 
no fault of their own. 

| hope that the people who are reading this let- 
ter will help to rally around this deserving family, 
and then start taking steps to take back our town 
government from those who care nothing for the 
individuals in town. 

We need a new government that cares for the 
individual rights of its citizens. God forbid that 
you or | could be the next ones to suffer a tragedy 
like this one, and have our Mayor turn his back on 
us just because he is too busy campaigning for re- 
election to stop and try to help an Agawam family 
work through the government.

Agawam In Danger Of Losing 
Jobs & Taxes 


To The Editor: : 

The November 3rd meeting of the Agawam 
Town Council is vital to the welfare of Agawam’s 
whole future. The town has had temptations to 
purchase some $24 million in property that will 
not have created one cent toward the taxpayers’ 
welfare. 

Agawam would spend some $24 million without 
one cent in return, and that includes millions of 
dollars of interest payments to purchase that land 
as well as the tax loss by taking that land off the 
tax rolls. 

The study committee is deliberately trying to 
change the industrial-zoned land to a mish-mash 
of about a hundred different types of business in- 
stead of industry. They are attempting to do this 
with the knowledge that the town will suffer 
millions of dollars of tax and hundreds of jobs 
if the industrial zone is change. ~ 

The land is also qualified for $1 for every $2% of 
need (for a grant). Example - a needed road as 
shown on a preliminary plan is worth $300,000 to 
$400,000 in a CDAG Grant (Communty Develop- 
ment Action Grant). This grant will be a huge help 
in getting the industrial park started. - 

If the zone is changed, according to law 121C, 
we, Agawam, will no longer be qualified for that 
gem (or any other benefits from the state or 

ederal governments). 

Just how the industrial park will be developed if 
the zone is changed is not made clear in any way 
whatsoever. There is no way that land can be 
developed if the zone is changed. | defy the pro- 
ponents of that zone change to tell us how the 
land can be marketed. 

If the zone is changed, the town will lose all 
benefits the Agawam Economic Development and 
Industrial Commission (AEDIC) is entitled to. In 
fact, we will be out of business and | again defy 
them to tell anyone different. 

All of the small businesses they want to include 
in the industrial zone change should be confined 
to Business A and Business B, of which we have 
about 140 acres (with some 40 owners of that pro- 
perty). 

When the Town of Agawam voted on the Town 
Meeting floor back in 1957, it was planned for to- 
day - the future. | recall it was done to have in- 
surance for jobs and taxes. Even though we have 
a 680-acre industrial tract, it must be pointed out 
that there are 165 acres of constrained land; 160 
acres are occupied; and some 30 acres of land is 
land-locked. 

This leaves 375 acres of usable land. Also, land 
for roads must be deducted from this. These are 
some of the reasons why we must conserve 
whatever land is available in the industrial park. 
There is enough Business A and B land in town 
and that is where the business belongs. 

Please remember - the only way that land can 
be developed is owning it or have total control of 
it by leases. That is what the law prescribes. 
Members of the council, please read the law 
(Chapter 121C) before you vote.

To The Editor: 

At the last Council meeting, | spoke to the 
Council during Citizen Speak Time, to explain 
TR-93-48, “The Agawam Taxpayers Bill of Rights,” 
which | had authored and was sponsored by 
Councilors Willis and Russo. 

| explained how that the document that was 
called for in this resolution, would help eliminate 
the misunderstandings that can take place when 
a taxpayer is not explained his or her rights fully. 
This proposal would spell out all the rights and 
remedies that are available to the citizens whena 
tax dispute or error occurs. 

The next speaker both shocked and saddened 
almost everyone. A woman came to the podium 
and recounted the events that would culminate in 
a Feeding Hills family becoming homeless after a 
series of mistakes, blunders, conflicting informa- 
tion, and miscommunication. 

Fire had destroyed their home, and while the 
reconstruction of their home was undertaken, the 
insurance company provided a house trailer for 
them to live in temporarily. Somehow these peo- 
ple had fallen through the bureaucratic cracks 
that opened up between the Building Department 
and the Plumbing Inspector. 

It appears that contradictory information or at 
least confusion in interpretation, caused delays 
that were most untimely. The insurance company, 
as part of the settlement, was withdrawing the 
trailer on the 26th of October, feeling that the 
home would be fully restored by then. 

After losing most of their belongings in the fire, 
this unfortunate.family was faced with not having 
a roof over their heads and nowhere to go. They 
felt that our town government showed no compas- 
sion when they tried to untangle the web of red 
tape that surrounded the permit process. 

This is truly a case where good, decent people 
have “fallen through the cracks” of our municipal 
government. Perhaps the government of Agawam 
should apply some legislative ‘‘putty’’ to fill in 
those cracks so that this does not happen to 
anyone else again. 

There will always be those “isolated cases,” 
but there is a way to plug up the gap. It was sug- 
gested to me that perhaps someone in Town Hall 
could be designated as a “disaster officer,’”’ so- 
meone who could extend the helping hand of 
government guidance when a tragedy such as a 


fire or storm damage devastates a family’s home. . 
nee 


Thank God, these occurrences are not com- 
monplace, everyday events. The role of such an 
ombudsman would rarely be needed, but when it 
is, aperson who knows the ropes would be a great 
asset. 

In the midst of such tragedy, the victims are not 
thinking about what paperwork procedures they 
need to follow. They are in a state of shock from 
the devastating loss. The Fire or Police Depart- 
ment could alert the appropriate person who 
would be dispatched to the scene with informa- 
tion on emergency shelter, counsel them on such 
matters as to which agencies can help them, and 
serve as an intermediary to make dealing with Ci- 
ty Hall a lot easier. 

Computer companies talk about “‘user friendly” 
equipment. | think it would be a good idea if we 
could make our government more “user friendly” 
to the citizens in our town. 

The designation of such a person would not 
necessarily be an additional expense to the town, 
since an existing employee could be part of such 
a team. Since these type of disasters are infre- 
quent, any overtime generated by an immediate 
on-site visit would be negligible compared to the 
benefit that both the victims and the government 
would receive. 

Agawam must rid itself of the negative image 
that some folks have toward City Hall. The govern- 
ment of Agawam must take steps to let its 
citizens know that the government which they 
elect really does have a heart and is willing to in- 
itiate the process. 

The people of Agawam have always had a big 
heart, as demonstrated by the overwhelming tur- 
nout at_the benefit dinner for Officer Benjie 


Moore. That same spirit can and should prevail in . 


City Hall as well.

Agawam’s Mayor Campaign 


To The Editor: 

On two separate occasions, the Rheault for 
Mayor forces have used the word “‘stagnant” in 
their press releases, first by a campaign leader 
when referring to Rheault’s loss by 2,000 votes to 
Mayor Johnson during the primary race. 

The newspaper report stated: ‘‘Noting that 
Johnson received nearly the same number of votes as 
last year, Anthony C. Bonavita said, ‘His vote is stag- 
nant.’’’ We presume that he meant that the Mayor 
would get no more votes than he did in the last 
election. 

Let’s analyze the totals of this year’s primary 
and carry them forward to the coming election. 
This year, in the primaries, a total of 4,837 votes 
were recorded: Johnson - 2,977, Rheault - 970. 
Should the “stagnant” vote of the Mayor be car- 
ried forward in the coming election, he will end up 
with 6,000-plus votes ... the same amount that he 
received in 1991, when he defeated a much 
stronger candidate. 

The same results, in the coming election, would 
mean that Rheault will have to garnish his 970 
primary votes with an additional 5,000-plus votes

of the Mayor. When was the last time over 80% of 
city voters went to the polls? 

How many other candidates would just love to 
have such a “stagnant” vote that the Mayor has 
and still keep winning? 


The second time the the word “stagnant” ap-. 


peared is just recently when the Mayor's oppo- 
nent said, ‘‘Agawam today is stagnant in comparison 
to the time before Johnson took office.”’ 

Candidate Rheault is trying to take credit for 
“building an industrial park, elderly housing, purchas- 
ing open space, renovating buildings and schools, and 
the list goes on and on’’ during the 70’s and 80’s 
when he served on the council ‘‘during some of the 
harshest economic conditions this generation has 
known.”’ 

Those of you who lived through that period 
know better! 

The harshest economic conditions are here to- 

day ... not back then when the.city carried surplus 
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funds, when Proposition 22 was offset with hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars from Federal 
Revenue Sharing and State Government grants, 
when the cost of living was down, and interest 
earnings on town investments were six times 
what they are today. When the population of the 
town was smaller and over 1,000 less children 
were attending our schools. 

As Town Treasuer/Tax Col- 
lector, | was the keeper of the town funds during 
that period. 

The harshest problem we faced back then was 
the excessive controversy between the council 
leader, his supporters, and the town managers. 

Besides, all the progress the town had made, 
that Mr. Rheault is trying to take credit for, was 
not of his doing ... as a member of the Council, he 
only voted for or against proposals that were 
organized and presented by the various town 
managers. They had those Federal, State, and 
surplus funds available to them at the time. 

Believe it or not, the managers were the ones 
who were effective in carrying the town forward 
during those hectic days ... in spite of The Can- 
didate’s efficacious attempts to embarrass them 
into resigning their administrative positions or 
getting fired. 

Voters, who were present in those days, can 
relate to what is being described here. They ap- 
parently didn’t like what was going on and 
decisively voted against and removed Rheault 
and most of his cohorts from the council in the 
next election.

We are responding to The Springfield Union 
News’ Wednesday, October 20th editorial entitled 
“Johnson merits another term.’ As champion 
managers for our dad, Don Rheault, we felt it 
necessary to respond to the inaccuracies printed 
in that editorial. 

First of all, we think there is a fine line but a ma- 
jor difference between “causing the fighting” and 
“fighting for a cause.” For your information, both 
Mayor Johnson and Don Rheault, while serving on 
the Council, voted to relieve a Town Manager from 
his duties. 

Both Mayor Johnson and Don Rheault realized 
that the Town Manager system was bad for 
Agawam and supported a change to the present 
Mayor system. Don Rheault fought for a cause 
and would fight for the same cause today if 
necessary. 

Secondly, we take great exception with The Spr- 
ingfield Union News’ claim that our campaign has 
offered few positive, specific ideas for Agawam’s 
future.

“When our students leave the system, they 
must have the skills that allow them to compete 
and succeed,” Mrs. Doering said. 

Mrs. Doering identified those skills as the abili- 
ty to express views orally and in writing, to 
understand and use mathematical and scientific 
principles, to understand how government works, 
and “to work effectively with a broad spectrum of 
diverse people.”

Mrs. Doering said Agawam High graduates 
must also have a “sense of the economic, social, 
and legal issues which affect life today.” 


An honors graduate of HCC and Nutrition Pro- 
gram coordinator for Greater Springfield Senior 
Services, Linda Galarneau is seeking a third term. 

Mrs. Galarneau said her first priority, if re- 
elected, is to see the curriculum review presently 
underway completed. 

Mrs. Galarneau said her decisions have always 
been based on what is best for all the students 
and the community. Relying on open and direct 
communication, Mrs. Galarneau said, “I’ve 
always encouraged parents to call me if they ever 
had a concern.” 


Among the many strides made over the past 
few years, Mrs. Galarneau mentioned the in- 
crease in graduation requirements, adding, “We 
are moving toward excellence.” She said it takes 
time and careful planning to be sure things are 
done properly. 

A candidate with two terms on the Committee, 
Teresa Kozloski said, ‘‘In me you have a candidate 
with an independent voice. | question when an 
issue comes up, | probe for pertinent information, 
| listen to the debate, and then | vote 
accordingly.” } 


Mrs. Kozloski said she brings integrity to the 
School Committee, adding that she focuses on 
debating the issues and would never make a per- 
sonal attack. 

Noting that she is committed to action rather 
than words, Mrs. Kozloski identified her long 
range and short range commitments. In the short 
range, she will be looking at the running of the ad- 
ministration and at the budget. 


Her long range concerns are planning for future 
needs, such as whether building a new school 
would make more financial sense than adding ad- 
ditions to existing buildings. 

Although the Tuckahoe Farms parcel is often 
mentioned as a possible site for a new school, 
Mrs. Kozloski said a formal move has been made 
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to include that land in the agricultural protection 
program which may exclude use as a school. She 
said, ‘Those are the things we as School Commit- 
tee members have to be aware of.” 


Mrs. Kozloski said she was the only elected — 


town official to support the Education Reform Act 
while it was still a bill. 


Challenger Frank Lawlor issued a wake up call 
to voters and urged them to ‘‘pay attention. The 
education of the children of Agawam is 
important.” 

Noting that society is moving at an alarming 
pace, Lawlor said we are standing at a crossroads 
and must decide whether to look at the past or 
“turn around and face the future.”’ 

Lawlor said the challenges of the future require 
new approaches and new people to challenge ad- 
ministrators, students, and teachers to do their 
best. 

Lawlor said, ‘‘We need new people who are will- 
ing to face the challenges and confront them.” 

With three children in the Agawam School 
System, Lawlor said he was “very concerned 
about their future and the focus and direction of 
the Agawam public schools.” 

Lawlor said he wanted all to be challenged to 
do their best as mediocrity cannot be tolerated.” 
Lawlor said the entire community has a stake in 
education and said the School Committee must 
guarantee that people are getting the most for 
their tax dollars. 

A lifelong resident of the Town of Agawam and 
president of the AHS Class of 1970, challenger 
Scott Macey said he is running for the School 
Committee to ensure that his children receive the 
same quality of education he enjoyed. 

With two daughters in the school system, 
Macey said, ‘‘! would be short-changing them and 
all the other students not to have taken this oppor- 
tunity to do the very best job—not only for my 
kids, but for yours as well.” 

Macey pointed out that all the candidates want 
to make the Agawam schools the best around. 
While he applauded the efforts of the current 
School Committee, Macey said, ‘I think it’s time 
for some new blood and some new ideas.” 

Macey pledged, if elected, he “will get out and 
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talk with people—with students, teachers,- and 
administrators and will be a hands-on School 
Committee member.” 7 


Veteran School Committee member Lou 
Massoia, seeking a sixth term said, “We have an 
excellent school system. Like anything else, ex- 
cellence can be improved on.” Quoting former 
professional football coach Vince Lombardi, 
Massoia said, ‘Perfection is unattainable. But if 
you strive for it, you’re sure to get excellence.” 

Massoia said, ‘Excellence is not the ultimate 
destination—excellence is just an on-going 
journey.” 

Massoia said the current Schoo! Committee 
believes that every student can learn and has 
done everything in its power to see that each siu- 
dent does learn. 

Massoia emphasized his commitment to educa- 
tion and closed his remarks by observing, “‘It will 
be a great day for public education when we get 
all the money we need and the Air Force has to 
hold a bake sale to buy a bomber.” 


Citing her 10-year involvement in the Agawam 
schools, her 1986 Friend of Education Award from 
the Agawam Education Association, and her 1987 
citation as Honored Citizen for the Town of 
Agawam, Susan Pettazzoni is seeking her second 
term on the School Committee. 

Noting that education changes on a daily basis, 
Mrs. Pettazzoni said, ‘“‘We are here for the children 
and they are our future.” Mrs. Pettazzoni said the 
budget has become more accountable under the 
state’s Education Reform Act. 

Sharing her vision of a School Committee as “a 
tool of the community,’ Mrs. Pettazzoni said 
members are elected to ensure the best education 
for each student. 

Mrs. Pettazzoni said she does not have all the 
answers nor would she want to. She added that 
one of her strengths has been bringing the con- 
cerns of parents to the School Committee so that 
as a whole, the Committee can do what is best for 
the community. 

In closing, Mrs. Pettazzoni mentioned her 10 
plus year commitment to the schools, adding, “‘! 
will not go away. ! will be here for the students 
and the community.”

Teresa Kozloski identified the need to plan for 
the changing demographics of the town as a long- 
term priority in deciding whether to put additions 
on existing schools or to build a new school. 


“It is unquestionable that the schools in 
Agawam are overcrowded,” stated Frank Lawlor. 
With the state willing to fund 70% of the cost of 
additions and considering the five to seven years 
it will take to obtain state aid, Lawlor said the 
town must start preparing immediately. 


“We've already made great steps in solving 
your overcrowding problem,” said Susan Pettaz- 
zoni. The School Committee will be submitting a 
plan for elementary schoo! additions to the state 
this year. 


Scott Macey said that although there doesn’t 
appear to be overcrowding now, the Tuckahoe 
Farms parcel is a possibility as a site for a school 
in the future. 


Technology In Schools Prompts Comments 

Vocational training and the use of technology 
in the schools prompted comments from several 
candidates. 

Noting the importance of technology for all 
students, Mrs. Kozloski sees portable computers

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coming into schools in the near future. Com- 
puters can be used to help with remedial work and 
with foreign language instruction in elementary 
schools. 

Macey said more technology education should 
be part of the curriculum at AHS, adding both 
aecaats and teachers need to become computer 
literate. 


Massoia said there are presently 54 Agawam 
students involved in the LPVEC in the voc-ed pro- 
gram. Massoia mentioned the fine job done by 
Technology Department Chairman Thomas Col- 
lins, but pointed out, ‘We don’t have enough room 
for all the students.” 

Mrs. Galarneau said progress is being made in 
bringing more technical education to the schools. 
Mrs. Galarneau added that it is necessary to find 
out what skills are needed by the business com- 
munity. 


More needs to be done for the students in- 
terested in vocational education, according to 
Roberta Doering. 

Stating his position against school choice, 
Macey said he did not want to see money raised 
for Agawam schools leaving the town. Mrs. 
Galarneau, also against school choice, said, “| 
believe all students should be guaranteed a good 
education wherever they live.” Altobelli said he 
favored the school choice program. 
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Term Limits Discussed 

Macey weighed in on the side of term limits, 
while Mrs. Doering said term limits were 
undemocratic as the voters can choose not to re- 
elect anyone they feel is not doing a good job. 
Apel did not support term limits for town of- 
icials. 

Both Mrs. Galarneau and Louise David sup- 
ported the AIDS Awareness Program because 
students must be given information on this vital 
health issue. 

Lawlor and Altobelli flatly rejected the notion of 
condom distribution in schools. Lawlor said the 
issue should be addressed by students and 
parents at home or in a doctor’s office. He said 
moral judgments should not be part of the school 
department’s responsibilty. Altobelli noted that 
parents would not support condom distribution. 

Mrs. Pettazzoni said education was the key to 
addressing the problem of drug and alcohol use. 
Mrs. Doering and Mrs. David agreed that the 
educational message must be reinforced at home 
and by the community. 

Although she has been a supporter of the 
Education Reform Act, Mrs. Kozloski noted the 
reduced power of the School Committee under 
the new law. 

Mrs. Kozloski said the School Committee must 
focus its attention on the superintendent's pro- 
gress in implementing the reforms mandated by 
the state.

“Over the past four years, the region has been 
in the grips of an economic recession,” said 
Mayor Christopher C. Johnson in a campaign 
statement. 

“This recession has caused a fiscal crisis at all 
levels of government in Massachusetts.

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KENT SERVIS 
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Servis Addresses Outdoor Enthusiasts: 
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Promises To Support Environment 


Council candidate Kent Servis, an outdoor 
writer and sportsman, stressed his support for en- 
vironmental issues before a group of outdoor en- 
thusiasts last week. 

“We must balance our need for development 
and industrial growth with the perspective or 
preserving the character and rural flavor that has 
made Agawam an attractive place to raise our 
families,’’ Servis stated. 

“Agawam must recognize the need to attract 
the type of industry that is compatible with sound 
ecological management. 

“The hazardous waste pick-up issue can not be 
stalled any longer. Every time hazardous 
household waste products find their way into the 
regional incinerator at Bondi’s Island, we are 
causing the release of potentially carcinogenic 
by-proudcts into the atmosphere. 

“Equally dangerous is the practice of simply 
pouring liquid materials down the drain, whereby 
they enter the river environment. The effects of 
even small amounts of certain substances can in- 
terfere with the bacteriological process that is 
necessary for the breakdown of sewage at the 
treatment plant. 

“Agawam has access to tremendous water 
resources for recreational purposes. Miles of river 
bank on both the Agawam and Connecticut River, 
have great potential for both active and passive 
recreation. We must insure that the rivers con- 
tinue to improve in both water quality and public 
accessibility. 


“Present ,’ he continued, ‘over 26 different 
species of fish are native to the river, or migrate 
up during the spring spawning run. We have seen 
what disastrous effect chemical pollution has had 
in the Chesapeake Bay area, and we must stand 
firm in our commitment to prevent this type of 
ecological disaster from happening here. 

“The river and its tributary waters do not 
recognize political boundaries. Whatever hap- 
pens upstream affects us, and whatever we do af- 
fects communities downstream. 

“With over seven miles of shoreline available 
on both rivers, the opportunity to construct 
handicap-accessible fishing areas is great. 
Disabled anglers can enjoy the resource and 
perhaps enhance the quality of their lives through 
outdoor experiences,” Servis added. 

“Ground water contamination must be guarded 
against, as quite a few homes still have wells, and 
contamination in one area spreads slowly to other 
areas. Recent problems in Southwick with the 
town wells highlighted the problems that we 
could also face here. 

_ Responsible environmentalism is not in con- 
flict with intelligent, well-planned growth, but is 
an integral part of the planning that must take 
place for proper growth to occur. 

“True environmental responsibility can not be 
confused with radical activists that would halt all 
human resources. Man can co-exist in harmony 
with nature, and it should not be thought of as an 
either-or-situation,” Servis concluded. 


Russo Explains Position On New Fire Station 


During an appearance before a group of 
citizens at a coffee hour in his honor, Council can- 
didate Louis Russo questioned the present Coun- 
cil’s judgment over the issue of the proposed fire 
station and other public safety items. 

Russo, who voted against the purchase of the 
South St. property owned by Mitch’s Nursery, ask- 
ed why the new station should be located in aless 
than ideal location. The proposed location en- 
compassed circumference that included more 
area in Connecticut and Longmeadow than it did 
in Agawam. He also questioned the intent of the 


administration and the majority of the Councilors. 


who were shortsighted in their view of the issue. 

“Why would we want to spend money buying 10 
acres of land so that we can, in the Mayor’s opi- 
nion, build another fire station 15 years down the 
raod? We should be looking to buy two, maybe 


three acres in a centrally located area and build 
the station now that the public’s safety so badly 
needs,’ Russo commented. 


The often outspoken defender of people’s 
rights further stated, “The present administration 
has been touting a capital improvement program 
each year for the past four years and still has 
nothing to show for all the rhetoric. 

“If we are truly serious about a capital improve- 
ment program, construction of a new fire station 
should be the cornerstone of such a program. 


“In terms of police protection, they should no 
longer be expected to work with less than a full 
complement of police officers to protect our grow- 
ing population. Money being spent for overtime 
could have been applied towards increasing man- 
power and head count. Officers should not be ex- 


pected to work double shifts. 

“As your Councilor, | will make it a priority to 
suggest and support the funding of-additional 
police officers. 


“The sanitarian’s position needs to be restored 
so that the public will be fully protected by ade- 
quately inspected restaurants and food stores. 
There are those that do not consider the 
sanitarian’s position a public safety issue, but we 
are constantly reminded by headlines in the 
newspapers of mass outbreaks of food poisoning 
all across the country. 


“This is very much a public safety as well as 
public health issue. Although health inspections 
are being conducted, they are not being done with 
the frequency that we had in the past,” Russo 
concluded.

_ The Department of Public Works wishes to ad- 
vise Agawam residents that as an alternative to 
the curbside collection of leaves in Paper sacks, 
leaves May be brought to a drop off location at the 
Bondi’s Island jandfill located on Route 5 in 
Agawam, commencing Saturday, October 23rd 
and continuing every day except Sundays through 
December 13th.

Grass clippings and pine needles may be in- 
cluded with the leaves. However, no brush, limbs, 
trimmings or prunings will be collected or ac- 
cepted. 

If leaves are brought to the drop off location in 
plastic bags or other containers other than ap- 
proved Kraft paper bags, they must be removed 
from the container by the resident and the con- 
tainers or bags removed from the site. 

Only Agawam residents bringing their leaves 
from their one- to four-family homes served by the 
bi-weekly rubbish collection are eligible to bring 
leaves to the drop offsite. Leaves will not be ac- 
cepted from landscapers or firms engaged in lawn 
care as a business. 

Residents are reminded that the curbside col- 
lection of leaves.in 30 gallon, two-ply, Kraft paper 
sacks will occur on the dates marked by an “L” on 
their collection schedule. In general, leaves will 
be collected from Routes 1 through 4 on the 
regular collection day during the weeks of 
November ist and November 15th. Route 5 
through 8 collections will occur during the weeks 
of November 8th and 22nd. 

_ Residents should be aware that State Regula- 
tions do not allow us to collect any leaves with 
regular rubbish.

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Melconian To Again 
File Legislation 
To Reform Welfare 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) an- 
nounced that she is filing once again legislation 
in the 1994 session, to reform the current welfare 
system in Massachusetts. 

Her reform 2 Pr Ck ages follows similar measures 
that Melconian has filed for the past four years, 
most of which have been vetoed by Governor 
Weld. 

Stated Melconian, ‘‘Every year for the past four 
years, | have filed these proposals to end the 
welfare state as we know it. | submitted many of 
these initiatives as amendments to the state 
budget, only to see it vetoed by the Governor. 

“Now that the Governor has filed many of these 
same provisions, similar ones, perhaps _bi- 
partisan support can be achieved once and for all 
to get people off the system quickly and to allow 
them to become productive and contributing 
members of society.”’ 

Melconian’s package begins with re-naming 
the Department of Public Welfare the “Depart- 
ment of Transitional Assistance,’ a name that 
Melconian believes more accurately reflects what 
should be the function of a public assistance 
agency. 

Her subsequent proposals would include a pro- 
vision to mandate that every recipient of welfare 
would have to re-register in person with the new 
“Department of Transitional Assistance” within 
90 days after the bill’s passage. 

If the recipient does not do so, he or she will be 
dropped from the public assistance rolls after 60 
days have lapsed past the 90-day registration 
period. Melconian contended, ‘‘This provision is 
designed to remove those who are defrauding the 
system by collecting more than their fair share 
under false names and assumed identities. 

“It will eliminate the double and triple dippers 
who make it a very costly system for all taxpayers 
footing the welfare bill. Those who need 
assistance will not be denied it, but they will 
recognize that it is designed only as a transitional 
safety net to help them through a difficult period 
in their lives, not as a way of life.” 

The Melconian package also calls for 
establishing a Photo Identification Card and a 
toll-free hotline to prevent fraud and ensure in- 
tegrity; a voluntary work program for recipients; a 
provision to curb fraud by allowing the state to at- 
tach the wages of welfare cheats; a criteria for 
determining a ‘‘measuring child’ which would set 
accurate benefit levels at the time of initial ap- 
plication; an exclusion of benefits for parents 
under the age of 18 unless that young parent 
resides with his or her parent or legal guardian; 
and a study of welfare reform plans which have 
been implemented in other states to ascertain 
cost-effectiveness, feasibility, and rate. of suc- 
cess. 

Melconian concluded, ‘‘While Governor Weld 
has recently unveiled his ideas for welfare reform, 
| have been proactive over the last four years filing 
these same legislative reforms and budget 
amendments. The time has come for real results: 
to return public assistance programs to what they 
were originally intended to be—a safety net, a se- 
cond chance for families who have fallen on hard 
times and need to get back onto a sound financial 
footing. 

“We must never be afraid to change the way we 
think about welfare. It must be transitional, short- 
term, not a permanent dependency.”

by Fire Chief David Pisano 


Reporting A Fire... 
Or Any Emergency 


All too frequently we hear of tragic stories 
regarding people who call to report their house is 
on fire, yet, in their fright, forget to tell the fire 
dispatcher their address. Others claim they called 
the fire department and the dispatcher kept them 
on the telephone asking questions. 

However, what seems, at the time, like need- 
less questions will actually aid the fire depart- 
ment in getting assistance quickly to your home. 

° In the event you are in a residence or building 
that catches fire, evacuate the building and call 
the fire department (911) from a neighbor's 
telephone or nearby office building. 

e When the dispatcher answers, inform him or 
her that you are reporting a fire emergency. Tell 
them your name. The dispatcher may ask you to 
spell your name. 

© The dispatcher will request the telephone 
number you are calling from, in case of an ac- 
cidental disconnection or if additional informa- 
tion is needed. 

e Next, pruvide the dispatcher with the address 
of the fire and the nearest cross street, if known. If 
you are in ar unfamiliar area when you discover a 
tire and are insure of the address, try to give the 
dispatcher specific landmarks, such as the name 
on an adjacent building, that will help the fire 
department tocate the fire. 

e Stay on ‘he telephone until the dispatcher 
i ge a the questioning and disconnects the 
call. 

e In the event of a medical emergency, stay 
calm and give the dispatcher as much information 
as possible as to the nature of the medical 
emergency. Many dispatchers have special 
emergency medical training and may be able to 
provide you with some lifesaving techniques to 
use until emergency help arrives. 

Emergency calls made the right way help save 
lives. False emergency calls made as a joke are 
crimes that cost lives. False alarms tie up 
emergency telephone lines and endanger 
emergency personnel driving to the scene. Many 
dispatchers tape and trace incoming calls, and 
this can helz apprehend those calling in false 
alarms.

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Neal Will Support Resolution To Help 
Break Gridlock In Congress 


In an effort to reduce Congressional gridlock, 
U.S. Representative Richard E. Neal, a member of 
the United Ways and Means Committee, has an- 
nounced that he supports a resolution that would 
significantly curtail the use of the Senate 
filibuster. The measure was introduced in ad- 
vance of a reform package that the Joint Commit- 
tee on the Organization of the Congress will pre- 
sent to both the House and Senate. 

Under the rules of the Senate, and as a matter 
of tradition, debate on any legislation is generally 
unlimited. A filibuster is typically characterized by 
Senators speaking at extended length, often for 
days, against a pending bill, many times with the 


objective of frustrating or delaying action on the 
pending legislative proposals. The initiative spon- 
sored by Congressman Neal would amend Senate 
Rule XXII by limiting the use of this antiquated 
procedure. 


“| firmly believe that the filibuster is an out- 
dated procedure that slows down the legislative 
process. It is increasingly frustrating to vote on 
legislation in the House only to have it held up in 
the Senate because of a filibuster. The filibuster 
has become a delay rather than a means for ex- 
tended debate, and therefore, | feels its use 
should be limited,” said Neal.

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Breast Cancer Aired 
By Jr. Women’s Club 


In recognition of National Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month this month, the October 
meeting of the Agawam Junior Women’s Club 
featured Janice Canegallo: from the Women’- 
Pavilion at Mercy Hospital, speaking about breast 
cancer, risks, detection and treatment. 

Ms. Canegallo stressed the importance of early 
detection of breast cancer and stated that in 92% 
of cases, treatment is successful if the cancer is 
detected early. She discussed three important 
types of screening for early detection: mam- 
mography, breast examination by a nurse or doc- 
tor, and breast self-examination. 

According to Ms. Canegallo, the guidelines pro- 
vided by the American Cancer Society for mam- 
mograms include a baseline mammogram bet- 
ween age 35-40; a mammogram every one to two 
years between the ages of 40 and 50; and a mam- 
mogram every year after the age of 50. 

This is recommended for all women, not just 
those with high risk factors. She stressed the im- 
portance of mammograms and tried to dispell 
some of the fears women may have of having a 
mammogram. 

In addition, a visual and manual breast self- 
examination is recommended on a monthly basis. 
These guidelines are very important to follow in 
order to detect any possible cancer early. 

Ms. Canegallo also discussed a number of risk 
factors which have been known to be associated 
with breast cancer, but also stated the possibility 
of breast cancer in the absence of any of those 
factors. She also listed symptoms to look for dur- 
ing breast self-examination. 

It is important for all women to be aware of the 
need to screen for breast cancer. Men also should 
be aware that they are not immune. The National 
Cancer Institute estimates that in the United 
States this year, 182,000 women will learn that 
they have breast cancer and 900 men. 

The Junior Women’s Club would like to share 
this information with the public to increase public 
awareness about breast cancer and early detec- 
tion. We thank Ms. Canegallo for a most infor- 
mative presentation.

Do I Really Need 
To Go To Church? 


“Religion is a private thing; | prefer to worship 
God at home.” “I get in touch with God best when 
| am in the outdoors.” These common statements 
really point to the question: Do | really need to go 
to church? 

To answer that question, we must ask what a 
church is and what its purpose is. Jesus provided 
a basic summary of the church and its purpose 
when he told a group of his disciples: ‘Therefore, 
go and make disciples of all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father and of the Son and 
of the Holy Spirit, and teaching them to observe 
everything | have commanded you.” (The Bible, 
Matthew 28:19,20). 

Basically, the church is a group of believers in 
Jesus Christ, whose purpose is to tell others how 
they can be forgiven by trusting God, and then 
Supporting those new believers in their new walk 
with God. 

It is similar to the mission of a soccer associa- 
tion whose members know the value of children 
playing soccer. So they recruit new players and 
then help them to grow stronger and improve their 
social skills. 

Describing the church, Paul says that the 
“whole body, joined and held together by every 
supporting ligament, grows and builds itself up in 
love, as each part does its work.” (The Bible, 
Ephesians 4:16.) 

The church is a team of believers whose 
responsibility is to help each other grow in their 
walk with God. Note that the contribution of each 
member is crucial to the welfare of the entire 
group. 

Can you worship God in nature? Of course! You 
can (and should) worship God any place you have 
the opportunity, but the church gets together for 
much more than just worship. 


Do | need to go to church? Answer: If you are a 
believer in Jesus Christ, you are the church. The 
church isn’t just a building that you “go to.” It is 
the community of believers, of which you are a 
crucial part. They need you and you need them. 
Perhaps an illustration from football will helz 
here. 

One of the NFL‘s greatest all-purpose backs, 
Emmitt Smith, did not practice with or play in the 
first two games for his Dallas Cowboys team 
because he wanted more money than they were 
offering him. After Dallas lost its first two games, 
ownership gave Smith the money he wanted. The 
team needed him, but it was quickly obvious that 
Smith needed the team as well. 

Although he had kept in shape, he was unable 
to play top-quality football in his first couple of 
games with the team. The point: His team needed 
him to play their best and he needed them to play 
his best. 

At the church where | am pastor, | am built up 
by the serving, teaching, prayers, and encourage- 
ment of others. |, among others, teach, but we all 
learn from each other, particularly in discussion 
groups where we hammer out important Bible 
truths. We are all stronger for our time together. 

Can you imagine going to a soccer or baseball 
game where six of the team’s players didn’t show 
because “they could play just as well at home’? 
The team would be crippled. Don’t let the same 
thing happen to your church team!

What To Expect In Closing 
Costs On A Home Purchase 


Many are taking advantage of this year’s low 
mortgage rates to purchase a home. Pent up with 
excitement, many families (who have scrimped 
and saved for a down payment) jump for joy when 
the mortgage lender finally approves their ap- 
plication. But they should realize that there’s a 
whole new set of expenses that must be covered 
before actual closing on the sale. 

New homeowners are often taken aback by up- 
front closing costs such as mortgage and title in- 
surance, attorney fees, recording fees, and loan 
points, which can run into thousands of dollars. 
But there is no need to be afraid of these charges. 
With a little background on their purpose and 
financial foresight, closing can be a breeze. 

A lender’s charge for processing the loan can 
be determined at the beginning of the buying pro- 
cess. Referred to as “points,”’ these charges are 
expressed as a percentage of the total loan. For 
instance, three points are equal to three percent 
of the borrowed amount. 

“Points” can also become a tool for negotiation 
with the lender and seller. In a buyer’s market, 
home sellers will often agree to pay mortgage 
fees in order to.close.a deal. 

Title insurance can be a substantial expense. 
The policy covers any financial set-back caused

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by unforeseen defects in the title of the purchas- 
ed property and home. The one-time title fee, in- 
cluding search and examination, averages $450 
for a $100,000 home. But it’s recommended that 
you check with your attorney ahead of time to ef- 
fectively determine what you'll owe before clos- 
ing. 

Additional costs, such as attorney charges, and 
recording, transfer, and inspection fees, can also 
be estimated ahead of time by the buyer. Most 
often, pest and mechanical inspections (although 
included in the official closing documents) are 
conducted and paid for well in advance of’ the 
closing date. However, buyers should consider 
them as additional up-front costs. 

Some closing costs, such as “points,” are fully 
tax deductible that tax year if you show proof of a 
separate lump sum payment. They are not deduc- 
tible in a few cases when the loan is a result of 
refinancing rather than home purchase. Applica- 
tion, appraisal, documentation, and broker fees 
can not be deducted. 

Some states require payment of property tax at 
closing. In most instances, buyers are required to 
put money into an escrow account that will cover 


_ future tax obligations. Be sure to check with your 


attorney before closing to determine your proper- 
ty tax commitment. 

Also, be prepared to pay any assessment if buy- 
ing a condominium or into an association- 
governed property. Fees for credit reports, notary 
public seals, and assumptions (which includes 
the processing of official documents) may also 
arise. 

Knowing what the total closing costs will be 
before starting your home search can help you 
better understand what price range is right for 
you. Some lenders are offering ‘‘no closing costs” 
and “0 points” mortgages. 

A lender or real estate agent can help you 
select the type of mortgage that best fits your 
situation and estimate your total cost of purchas- 
ing a home during the pre-qualification process. 
In the end, closing on a mortgage will be easier 
than you think, leaving more time to plan for your 
new home.

When The Leaves 
Fall, Calories Rise 


Squirrels do it. Bears do it. Humans do it, too. 
According to research at Georgia State Universi- 
ty, humans (like other animals) eat more food in 
the fall than in other seasons. : 

The study looked at the eating habits of 315 
men and women throughout the year. On the 
average, they ate 222 more calories a day in Oc- 
tober, November, and December. This amount of 
calories may not seem like much, but if you don’t 
burn it off, it adds up to six pounds in three mon- 
ths. 

We may eat more in response to fewer daylight 
hours. Some researchers think that eating more 
has carried over from prehistoric times, when peo- 
ple had to fatten themselves up for the food- 
scarce winter. Somehow, the mechanism to shut 
off hunger gets suppressed. 

How can you suppress your appetite? Research 
shows these tips may help: 

e Drink a full cup of water before each meal. 

e Eat soup with lunch and dinner. 

e Eat more fiber. The average American eats 10 
grams of fiber a day; experts recommend 20 to 30 
grams a day. 

e Separate your “physical hunger’ from “emo- 
tional hunger’ (when you eat in response to stress 
and other emotions). Keep a record of al! you eat 
and drink for two weeks, and record your hunger 
level by each meal or snack using this scale: 

HUNGER RATING CHART 

10 - Absolutely stuffed 

9 - So full you’re starting to hurt 
- Very full : 

- Starting to feel uncomfortable 

- Slightly overeating 

- Perfectly comfortable 

- First signals that it’s time to eat 

3 - Strong signals to eat 

2- Very hungry, irritable 

1 - Extreme hunger, dizzy

higher will end up on your left thigh ... or any other 
part of your body where you store fat.

_ Halloween began as a Celtic festival celebrated 
in honor of the sun god and the god of the dead, 
Samhain. In ancient Britain and Ireland, elves, 
fairies, and witches were believed to fly on “All 
Hallow’s Eve” and bonfires were lit to ward off 
these evil spirits. 

Halloween customs and traditions began 
around 700 B.C. Mischievous Halloween tradi- 
tions were brought to America in the late 19th 
century by Irish immigrants. These pranks of the

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Halloween was also a time in which people 
thought they could fortell the future. Young peo- 
ple tried to determine their marital status by 
throwing apple cores over their shoulders or burn- 
ing nuts in a fire. In Scotland, people believed it 
would tell which of them would marry and in what 
order it would occur. 

A Day When The Dead Came To Visit 

Halloween is a night that was thought to be the 
day when the souls of the dead were allowed to 
visit their homes. Witches, ghosts, and goblins 
were said to be roaming about. The present-day 
custom of ‘“‘trick-or-treating” is believed to have 
evolved from the wakening of the dead. 





The wearing of costumes and visiting 
neighbors on Halloween is an off-shoot of this. 

An ancient legend which brought about the 
Jack-O-Lantern lore said there was a man named 
Jack who was forced to roam the earth. until 
Judgement Day. Jack was too cheap to be admit- 
ted into Heaven and too much of a prankster to 
the devil to go to hell. Jack proceeded to put a hot 
coal in a turnip and used it as a lantern to scare 
away evil spirits. 

Another legend which explains how the ‘“‘treat” 
came about in “trick-or-treat” concerns a circle of 


,dough called a ‘“‘soul cake.” An English cook in- 


vented the dough to remind English beggars 
about eternity. Cutting a hole into the dough, the 
cook placed the dough into a pan of deep fat. The 
receivers of the dough were to pray for the dead of 
the family who gave it to them. Eventually, can- 
dies, apples, and occassionally, money took the 
place of the dough. 


Pumpkin Replaces Turnip 

In later years, the Halloween tradition con- 
tinues but has undergone a few changes. The 
native American pumpkin replaced the Scottish 
turnip as a Jack-O-Lantern and more treats are 
given rather than tricks performed. People of all 
ages celebrate Halloween by dressing up in 
costumes and eating candies. However, the 
mysterious and sinister atmosphere of Halloween 
still remains. 

Today, Halloween is still a night for witches, 
ghosts, and goblins but it can be dangerous for 
young children. Detrimental pranks over the years 
have spoiled some of the Halloween festivities 
but not all. This Halloween, make sure that your 
child follows these simple guidelines: 

© Do not accept treats from people you do not 
know and only eat candy or gum that-is wrapped; 

e Stay away from houses that are not well lit 
and do not walk in the street; 

e Never go out trick-or-treating alone..If you are 
not with an adult, make sure one knows where you 
are and how long you will be gone; 

e Wear a costume that won’t cause you to trip 
or fall and a mask that allows you to see clearly; 

e Try and wear a brightly colored. costume. If 
your costume is dark, attach some reflector tape 
to it so that you can be seen. ~

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Ghoulish Treats 


It's Halloween time again and maybe this year 
you've decided to have a party, or maybe you've 
been invited to one and would like to bring 
something appropriate in the way of food. Maybe 
you'd just like to amuse yourself while you answer 
the door every five minutes for the trick-or-treaters 
during the evening. 

Based on a recipe from Cooking Wizardry for 
Kids by Margaret Kenda and Phyllis Williams, the 
following is an interesting idea for such occa- 


sions. 
CHEESE EYEBALLS 
(Makes 24 Beady Eyeballs) 
2 cups cheddar cheese, grated 
1 stick (Y%2 cup) margarine 
Ye teaspoon paprika 
1 cup flour 
6 ounce bottle stuffed green olives 

Grate cheese and add margarine. 

5 combine salt, paprika, and flour in separate 
owl. 

In a food processor or by hand, slowly add the 
flour mixture until all ingredients are combined. 

Take about one teaspoon of the flour and 
cheese mixture and make an eyeball around an 
olive. Turn the olive so that the pimiento is staring 
outward. 

Line the eyeballs up on an ungreased cookie 
sheet and baked in a 400F oven for about 15 
minutes. 

If you want to make these ahead of time, freeze 
them unbaked on the cookie sheet and transfer to 
a plastic bag when frozen. Thaw and bake when 
needed. e 

Over the years, the nature of goodies for the 
young goblins who show up on the 31st has 
changed. Where once we could treat them to 
fresh apples or home-baked Halloween treats; we 
are now required (and extremly well-advised) to 
hand out sealed candy. 

In our house, a punch bowl is taken out and fill- 
ed with miniature candy bars and an assortment 
of gum and lollipops. While it tastes wonderful, all 
that sugar isn’t the wisest choice for teeth and 
waistlines. For a treat with a hint of something 
that’s good for you, try serving the following (from 
the October 1986 issue of Sunset Magazine). 

WORMY BAKED APPLES 
(Makes 6 Ghastly Servings) 
6 large Golden Delicious apples 
¥Y2 cup EACH raisins and chopped walnuts 
Ye cup firmly packed brown sugar 
Y cup water 
Ym cup (2 stick) butter or margarine 
¥Y2 teaspoon EACH ground cinnamon and ground 
nutmeg 
6 wiggly candy worms (‘‘gummy worms”) 
1 cup whipping cream (optional) 

Core apples from bottom end, leaving stem end 
intact. Mix raisins and walnuts and stuff into 
cavities of cored apples. Set apples, stems up, in 
a 7x12” pan. 

In a one- to two-quart pan, mix brown sugar, 
water, butter, cinnamon, and nutmeg; stir over 
high heat until mixture boils. Pour hot syrup 
‘around apples. Bake, uncovered in 350F oven, 
basting occasionally with the syrup, until the ap- 
ples are tender when pierced and the skin begins 
to crack, about 30-35 minutes. 

Remove apples from oven; cool in pan at least 
10 minutes or let cool to room temperature. Set 
each apple in a small bowl and spoon syrup 
around fruit. In the top of each apple, cut a hole 
large enough for one of the candy worms and tuck 
one end into each apple, leaving most of the worm 
dangling. If desired, cream may be served to pour 
over the apples. a 

My husband adores Halloween. All the trick-or- 
treaters who stop by our house are met by a rather 
fiendish-looking man in a black outfit with a glow- 
in-the-dark mask. Although it’s difficult to deter- 
mine exactly what he’s supposed to be, he looks 
like a cross between a phosphorescent Darth 
Vader and the goalie for the Boston Bruins. 

He loves every minute of it and traditionally has 
more fun than the kids who come to our house. 
We, on the other hand, are obliged to suffer 
through a tape recording he cherishes, composed 
of nothing but screams and witch calls.

Halloween Hits 


The season of ghosts, goblins, and witches is 
here once again.

John Landis directed this horrifying tale about 
an unfortunate young man’s chilling metamor- 
phosis into a werewolf. Landis creatively weaves 
the classic elements of suspense from the horror 
genre with humor, making An American Werewolf 
In London a true roller coaster ride of a film. 

The audience is kept on edge mainly due to 
Landis’ obscure shots and a script that jolts the 
audience at the most opportune times. Conse- 
quently, the audience is constantly in tune to the 
plot development, making the eventual metamor- 
phosis extremely frightening. 

Another reputable aspect of this film is the 
stunning visual effects. The transformation of 
man into monster has always mesmerized movie 
audiences; so, to see a realistic image of it actual- 
ly happening is awesome. Also worth noting is the 
excellent photography work used in the film. 
Many of the frames used by Landis were quite ob- 
viously well-planned, judging from the inclusino 
of all necessary ingredients such as the full moon 
in the background.

Former Exchange Student... 


Spanish Class At 
Junior High Visited 
By Chilean National

Even though the better part of two continents 
separates Agawam from Punta Arenas, Chile, life 
is very much the same for the 100,000 inhabitants 
of the world’s southernmost city. 


Agawam Junior High students in Linda An- 
thony's Spanish | classes had a chance to learn 
more about the geography, culture, and daily life 
of the people of Chile as former American Inter- 
cultural Program (AFS) student Jorge Sesnic 
Tadic returned after 16 vears “to visit my town.” 


In 1977 Jorge was hosted by Marylyn and Jerry | 


Sullivan of Agawam and their four children. As 
Marylyn’s sister and unofficial: family secretary 
Grace Tilden recalls, the family has kept in close 
touch with Jorge all these years through her cor- 
respondence with him. 


In September Jorge left his dental practice in 
capable hands while he spent a month's vacation 
visiting the Sullivans. “Just being here is wonder- 
ful,” remarked Jorge who found Agawam much 
the same as he had left it. 


While there has been considerable construc- 
tion and development going on in the last 16 
years, the most striking changes Jorge noticed 
had occurred in the growth and development of 
the Sullivan family. 


Jorge chuckled over the difference between the 
five year-old Kelly he remembers and the grown 
up Kelly (23) of today. 

No one would have guessed that Jorge has had 
little opportunity to practice his English-speaking 
skills for over 16. years. Armed with a smile and a 
sense of humor, Jorge answered the students’ 
questions about the differences between life here 
and in Chile. 


No Problem With Slang 

Jorge explained that although Chile, as most of 
South America, is a Spanish-speaking country, 
the cultural roots of the country come from all 
over Europe rather than from Spain. Answering an 
amused, ‘‘No way!” to questions concerning the 
Spanish customs of chaperones for young people 
and bullfighting, Jorge showed he has not lost his 
command of English slang. 


The questions from the students ranged from 
“Do you have MTV?’’ to ‘Is school harder?’’to “‘Are 
the laws stricter?’’ Jorge answered, “What is MTV?” 
and told students that school is hard anywhere if 
you don’t study hard. 

As to the strictness of the laws, Jorge said he 
felt it was about the same as here, adding, ‘‘Of 
course I’ve never been in trouble with the law!” 


Using a map to show the students the 
remarkable range of geographic areas in his coun- 
try, Jorge described the climate and the 
topography of Chile. Because the seasons are 
reversed south of the equator, Jorge teased the 
students about being glad that he’d be going back 
to enjoy summer while we were just about to get 
ready for winter. The students were amused to 
learn that as a resident of the southernmost city 
in the world (located close to Antarctica), Jorge 
must travel north to Santiago to go to the beach. 
Even in the summer the temperatures in the 
Patagonia region of Chile remain in the 60’s. 


_ Asin the United States, the population of Chile 
is made up in large part by immigrants from 
Europe. Jorge told the students that his own fami- 
ly had originally come from Yugoslavia and his 
last name is Slavic rather than Spanish. 

The students discovered that ethnic foods play 
a large part in the culture of Chile as immigrants 
brought their own styles of cooking much the 
same as in America. 


An avid skier, Jorge said he is about 10 minutes 
away from the slopes when he is home. He added 
the biggest slopes in South America are located 
in the Andes Mountains near Santiago. Profes- 
sional and amateur skiers come from all over the 
world to practice there for competitions, he said. 

The area in which Jorge lives is isolated from 
the rest of the country by an area of glaciers that 
make it necessary to make a detour into Argen- 
tina in order to get to Santiago by land.

“You All Speak So Fast” 

The students learned that Jorge had the same 
problems they have in learning a_ foreign 
language. Although he had been a good student 
of English in Chile, it was another matter entirely 
when it came to living among English-speakers 
back as a student at Agawam High in 1977. “You 
all speak so fast!” Jorge said, echoing the 
familiar complaint of any language student. Jorge 
said it was good for him to be placed in an area of 
the country with few opportunities to fall back on 
his Spanish. 


Ai Mrs. Anthony’s request, Jorge good- 
naturedly tried giving some of his talk in basic 
Spanish for the students to get some exposure to 
a native speaker. 

Just as in America, Jorge told the students 
education after high sckool is essential. He said 
the expense of a college education can be over- 
come by government loans that must be paid 
back after graduation. 

A graduate of the University of Chile Dental 
Schoo! in Santiago, Jorge said what he enjoys 
most about his profession is the chance to work 
with people. “An important part of my job is help- 
ing people and relieving their pain.”

“Youre The Greatest!’’ 


With children, a few well-chosen words can 
work wonders in positive behavior reinforcement. 
Try it! 

‘Most educators agree that the use of positive 
reinforcement from teachers and parents can 
have a powerful impact on student behavior. They 
know that when positive reinforcement is used 
consistently, it encourages desirable or ap- 
propriate behavior while modifying or ex- 
tinguishing undesirable behavior. ; 

Educators and parents can learn to use an In- 
structional technique that can greatly enhance or 
increase the impact of positive reinforcement. It 
contains three components. 

The first component involves personalizing the 
reinforcement by using the child’s name. The se- 
cond component focuses on the use of a variety 
of praise words (to be listed later). The third com- 


ponent is a verbal description of what the child _ 


did to merit praise. 

When all three are combined in a single 
sentence, they create very strong and positive 
motivation. For example: “Bobby, you did a super 
job of following directions during that activity,” or 
“Mary, you’re making fantastic progress—it’s ob- 
vious you’re spending a lot of time on keeping 
your room in order.” 

Using this type of reinforcement has an obvious 
impact on the student receiving it, but the most in- 
teresting phenomenon is the contagious nature of 
the technique. When used consistently in the 
classroom or in front of siblings, all children want 
to be included. The desired behavior so lavishly 
praised will be widely copied. 


An equally interesting aspect of this technique 
is that a parent or a teacher can target a particular 
behavior that has been a problem. By singling out 
a child performing the desired behavior, and im- 
mediately applying reinforcement, the teacher or 
parent adds a new dimension to the old adage, 
“Catch them doing something right and tell them 
so.” 
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This positive reinforcement can have a positive 
impact on the behavior of a class as well as in- 
dividuals. If one child is praised for appropriate 
behavior, the appropriate behavior will be con- 
tinued and copied by others. 

There are two pitfalls. The first involves using 
the words “‘I like.’’ Children should do what they 
do because they know it is expected of them, or 
because they know it is an appropriate thing to 
do, or because it makes them feel good about 
themselves. They should not do it for approval 
from teacher or parent, which these words imply. 

Second is the word “okay.” “Okay” can be in- 
terpreted by children to have many meanings; 
plus, it is used to so often and consequently 
becomes redundant, generating little impact on 
behavior. 

The appropriate use of positive reinforcement 
can improve a child’s self-concept, promote par- 
ticipation in classroom and other appropriate ac- 
tivities, and can modify or extinguish inap- 
propriate behavior. 

Reinforcement can be physical, like a pat on 
the back or it can be non-verbal, like a smile ora 
nod; but it has the impact when given verbally. 
The ultimate positive reinforcement is the verbal 
format, incorporating the student’s name, distinc- 
tive praise words, and a description of the activity 
for which the praise is given.

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Let’s Keep Halloween 
A Time For Fun; Not 
Time For Tragedy 


Halloween is a time for fun, but it can also be a 
dangerous holiday for little ones if you don’t take 
precautions to protect the ones you love. 

“Cumbersome costumes, wigs and masks, dark 
conditions, and careless motorists combine into a 
potentially deadly brew, and parents need to keep 
safety in mind at all times,” said Shirley LaRoche, 
R.N., coordinator, Western Massachusetts Safe 
Kids Coalition based at Baystate Medica! Center 
Children’s Hospital. 

LaRoche noted that most Halloween injuries in- 
volve environmental hazards such as uneven 
pavement, high steps, and low-flying clotheslines. 
Motorists also pose a significant threat to young 
trick-or-treaters, who can be difficult to see in 
their dark costumes. 

Young trick-or-treaters should always be ac- 
companied by an adult, reminded LaRoche. Older 
children should understand that they should trick 
or treat only at homes of neighbors they know, 
and to visit only those homes with porch or out- 
side lights on. Parents should also set a time for 
children to return home. 

Above all, parents should tell their children to 
bring their treats home before eating them. 


LaRoche noted that according to the Massa- 
chusetts Poison Control Center, bringing candy or 
other treats for x-ray is strongly discouraged. 
Many substances cannot be detected by this 
method, and x-raying is no guarantee of safety 
and is costly in terms of health resources (without 
benefit to the public). 

“It is especially important to remind children to 
practice traffic safety,” LaRoche said. 

She warned parents to remind their children to 
stop at all corners, to look left - right - and left 
again before crossing, and to never dart out from 
between parked cars. 

The Western Massachusetts Safe Kids Coal- 
tion, based at Baystate Medical Center Children’s 
Hospital, recommends the following additional 
safety tips to make the holiday a trick-free treat: 

e Give trick-or-treaters flashlights. 

e Make sure costumes are short enough to 
avoid tripping over them. 

e Make sure children’s masks are easy to look 
through and breathe through. 

e Purchase only flame-resistant costumes. 

e Decorate costumes, bags, and sacks with 
reflective tape. 

For additional Halloween safety tips, call the

The College 
Application Process 


At the end of the first marking period, our office 
should begin to receive the bulk of college ap- 
plications for processing. This procedure involves 
preparation of the high school transcript, writing 
a recommendation, an explanation of our grading 
system, and a school profile. 

Each student must bring every completed ap- 
plication to his/her guidance counselor for a 
review. In addition, two 29° stamps and a large- 
enough envelope that will accommodate all of the 
material in the college application process must 
be included. 

If everything is in order, the material will be 
mailed to the college within two business days. 
Applications have deadline dates; it is extremely 
important for a student to adhere closely to 
deadlines. The guidance office will not guarantee 
that a college will receive an application if we 
don’t have the lead time needed for application 
preparation. 

In some cases, colleges require teacher recom- 
mendations. Again, the teacher (like the 
counselor) should be given enough time to write 
the recommendations, and a stamped-addressed 
envelope must be provided. 

The guidance office will document the date the 
application is mailed. In some cases, schools will 
notify the applicant that thay are in receipt of the 
application. If some part of the application is 
missing, they will notify the applicant, who in turn 
should immediately see his/her counselor. 
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Students are responsible for the submission of 
their SAT scores to colleges. There are times 
when students apply to a college that was not 
listed as a recipient of the student’s SAT scores. 

In such a case, the student should see his/her 
counselor for ways to resolve this problem. Our 
office does include SAT scores on the student’s 
transcript, but many schools still demand that the 
official scores be sent to them by the College 
Board. If this is a problem, the student should see 
his/her counselor to obtain a “request for addi- 
tional scores card.”

Making Huge Charge 


After Stopping Falcons For Tourney Bid

Bill O’Brien’s Agawam High girls’ soccer team 
was still clinging to life support at presstime as 
the quest to make it to the post-season continued 
on a sunny Monday afternoon at Harmon Smith 
Field. 

Faced with the uphill challenge of having ab- 
solutely no margin for error in the season’s final 
week, the AHS booters took the field against Min- 
nechaug. 

And they unleashed an offensive attack that 
has been absent for weeks by pummelling the 
Falcons, 6-1 in a ‘‘feel good” game in front of a 
small crowd at AHS. 

The key to the Brownies’ success in this one 
was the fact that they shot the ball high and hard, 
and often on target (for a change), and they scor- 
ched the visitors in the process. 

DeMarco Plays Best Game Of Season 

Dina DeMarco, a big scoring threat who hasn't 
done much scoring this season, had her best 
game of the season—and a most impressive 
game at that. She would lead the attack with three 
powerful goals and earned her first hat-trick of the 
season in the process. 

Freshman Carrie Janik (who drew pre-season 
raves from her coach) stepped up with two big in- 
surance goals in the second half as the Brownies 
turned the game into a rout. 

DeMarco got it going when she stepped away 
from the fullback on the left wing side and did a 
little pirouette to set up her shot. She crushed a 
20-yarder from a tough angle and hit the twine up 
high on the right side for a 1-0 lead. 

But, as so often has been the case this season, 
the lead was shortlived. The Agawam defense 
quickly moved to the ball in the box and six dif- 
ferent kids were caught scurrying after a loose 
ball. A Falcon escaped the pack and came out of 
there flying. Senior keeper Laura Asta-Ferrero was 
moving up to snag the ball that she thought had 
spun free, but the Minnechaug player simply 
sidestepped her and rolled one home easily to tie 
the game at 1-1 with 34:18 to play. 

As scoring slowed for a while, the Agawam of- 
fensive chances continued to mount. It-was a 
game where Kristin Schmaelzle moved up from 
the defensive troops to play at midfield and Erica 
Schlaffer stepped out of her midfield slot and 
played stopper for O’Brien. It seemed to make the 
chemistry click better than at any time this 

- season. - 

Schlaffer roamed all over the field at stopper 
and seemed to enjoy her new-found freedom. 
Schmaelzle appeared to enjoy her chances at 
rushing the goal and with her big shot, she was a 
constani threat. She worked several give-and-go 
plays beautifully (one from DeMarco and another 
from Courtnie Hyland) and Agawam was clicking 
on all cylinders, albeit in a tied soccer match. 

Hyland Scores Game Winner 


With Schmaelzle mangling both of those kicks _ 


over the goal, it may have been that the team was 
told to shoot high on this particular tender. 
Hyland got the eventual game winner with 20:34 
to play in the first half. Schmaelzle came streak- 
ing in from the right wing side and she laid a 
beautiful pass to Hyland. She (unselfishly) tried to 
feed DeMarco slashing on the left wing side. The 
ball ricocheted back to Hyland after a block by the 
fullback. Hyland regrouped and slammed a left- 
footer laser that just barely fit below the crossbar 
for the 2-1 lead. 

The Brownies showed more and more outstan- 
ding passing as the game progressed and they 
fired more shots on the cage than at any other 
time this season. 

The second half had to be as much fun as this 
particular group of kids have had all season. The 
big goal scorers scored goals and the Agawam 
team reminded the fans of teams of old. 

DeMarco got it started as she scored her se- 
cond goal by launching a 35-yard left-footed dart 
that swooped over the stunned keeper and into 
the top of the goal with 34:38 to go. 

Alison Reseigne saved Asta-Ferrero from a 
possible problem when the Agawam sweeper ran 
a speedy Falcon winger off a free ball down deep 
in Agawam country at the 29:12 mark. The mid- 
fielders were playing a whale of a two-way game 
as Agawam really put the throttle on high. 

Janik got herself untracked when she took a 
pass from Natalie Creanza and drilled a drive that 
bounced off the outstretched hands of the tender 
and flipped behind her for the fourth Brownie 
marker of the afternoon.

**Bearable’’ Situation 
In New Hampshire 


New Hampshire’s reputation for having large 
bears is becoming well-known throughout the 
United States. 

Jack Smith of Bicknell, Indiana, traveled to the 
Granite State to try his skills at nailing a black 
bear. He killed a 493-pound (dressed weight) black 
bear with his bow and arrow in Chatham on 
September 25th. He set a new record for the 
largest bear taken by a hunter in New Hampshire; 
the previous record bear was 468 pounds (dressed 
weight). 

Other big bears harvested this season include: 
a 483-pound bear taken in Success by Eric Lebeau 
of Berlin, and a 450-pound bear taken in Dummer 
by Michael Cote of Stark. 

As of October 7th, 139 bears had been killed 
since September 1st. Last year’s harvest at this 
time was 130. 

While snowshoeing last winter in Jay, Vermont, 
James LeBlanc found an apple tree located in the 
middle of nowhere at the edge of a swamp. There 
were a great many old rubs on nearby trees. He 
figured it was a likely spot for a tree stand during 
the bow season of 1993. 

He figured right. On October. 5th in the late 
afternoon, he bagged a new Vermont record—a 
240-pound (field dressed) buck with a spectacular 
eight-point rack, with a 21-inch outside spread. 

The previous record Vermont archery deer was 
a 227-pound buck shot in Alburg by Kenneth 
Savage in 1989. 

3 Last year, Vermont archers took a record 3,245 
eer. 
YELLOW PERCH DISAPPEARING 

During a conversation with my friend, Oscar 
Fuerst of Sodus Point, New York, he sadly 
brought up the point that the perch fishing in Lake 
Ontario was way down. He blamed the Fishery 
Department for it. 

Well, | wasn’t about to accept his reason for 
blaming the diminishing perch population on the 
Department. | figured that there had to be another 
reason for the departure of the perch; and, | think | 
have finally found out the reason for the disap- 
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pearing perch dilemma. 

In my research, | came across a bit of informa- 
tion (that seems to have been kept under wrap for 
some time) about a small Eurasian percid, which 
is another non-indigenous troublemaker plaguing 
the Great Lakes. The river ruffe—a small Eurasian 
percid capable of explosive population 
growth—was introduced to the Great Lakes at 
Duluth Harbor (the western-most point of Lake 
Superior) and was first collected in samples in 
1986 


By 1991, ruffe were spreading and had already 
become the most abundant fish in the harbor. A 
September 1992 trawl by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service reflected a 50 percent biomass 
replacement by ruffe in Duluth Harbor; less than a 
year later, biomass replacement had topped 99 
percent. Because of its small size, the ruff offers 
little value for commercial or recreational 
fisheries. 

The ruffe has temperature requirements similar 
to those of the yellow perch, and has a record of 
feeding on the eggs of yellow perch. The Great 
Lakes Fishery Commission task force found the 
ruffe to be ‘‘a threat to North American fisheries” and 
urged research and control. 


It has been found that in the short term, treat- 
ment with pesticides will play a central role in 
ruffe control. The same chemical used to control 
lamprey, TFM, is also effective against ruffe; TFM 
is currently up for re-registration with the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, and the Ruffe 
Control Committee has supported including ruffe 
control as a use for the chemical in the new 
registration. — 

Under the tutelage of Jim Wheeler and Ted 
Leal, Kevin Manning has taken his second deer 
since starting bowhunting. Kevin bagged a doe in 
Connecticut recently. 

Not to be outdone by his pupil, Jim bagged a 
doe also the same evening. Ted was outfoxed by a 
large doe and was unable to loose an arrow 
through a mesh of heavy branches for a clean 
shot. 


Being a good bowhunter, Ted did not shoot hop- 
ing to score. “Another chance will make itself 
available in the future,” Ted remarked. 

Meanwhile, Kevin Manning is hoping to repeat 
his feat in New York soon.
